If races could be arranged with 
certainty, then the owners would 
get together and do their own 
fixing and bet their own money 
on the result without letting the

WASHINGTON, July 24.—The an- 


nouncement by Secretary of the In- plan 


terior Ickes that, as Oil Adminis- 
trator, he will enforce a new law 
against the producers and handlers 
of “hot” or illegal ofl providing a 
maximum penalty of $10,000 fine 
and 10 years’ imprisonment dis- 
closes that the Government intends 
to use a recent amendment to the 
criminal code which has been called 
the answer to a Federal investiga- 
tor’s prayer. 

This amendment was rushed 
through in the last days of Con- 
gress and approved by the Presi- 
dent June 18. At the time of its 
adoption by the House several mem- 
bers said that it was too complicat- 
ed for them to understand. Repre- 
sentative Miller (Dem,), Arkansas, 
a member of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee which handled the bill, explained 
that it made only a small change 
in the existing law and that the 
primary purpose was “to give pro- 
tection to and provide a penalty 
for destruction of property, partic- 
ularly, for destruction of property 


like beacon lights on airway lines.” 


The House passed the bill under 
the unanimous consent rule, 

In the Senate, King of Utah, as 
a member of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, made a similar exposi- 
tion when he was asked about the 
bill, adding that besides the pro- 
tection of property, it was resigned 
to make easier the suppression of 
the so-called “kick-back” racket— 
that is, the practice whereby a hold- 
er of a Government contract forces 
his employes to return part of their 
pay to him, 

“There is nothing,” he said, “that 
permits us to make an investiga- 
tion and prosecute persons who are 
engaged in the ‘kick-back’ practice. 
They make false returns, claiming 
that they have paid certain amounts 
to their employes when they have 
not done so. This bill just amends 
the law so as to give the Federal 
Government authority to deal with 
that class of cases.” The Senate 
unanimously passed the Dill. 

Law’s Scope 

The new law, however, covets 
much more territory than explained 
by Representative Miller and Sen- 
ator King. It provides the $10,000 
maximum fine and 10-year maxi- 
mum term of imprisonment for 
“whoever shall knowingly and will- 
fully falsify or conceal or cover up 
by any trick, scheme or devic® @ 
material fact, or make or cause to 
be made any false or fraudulent 
statement or false bill, receipt, 
voucher, roll, account, claim, cer- 
tificate affidavit or deposition, 
knowing the same to contain any 
fraudulent or fictitious statement 
or entry, in any matter within the 
jurisdiction of any department or 
agency of the United States, or of 
any corporation in which the Unit- 
ed States is a stockholder.” 

The old law, which was known 
as Section 35 of the Criminal Code, 
Title 18, Sections 80 and 82 to 386, 
inclusive, contained the same pen- 
alties for false representations be- 
fore any department or any cor 
poration in which the United States 
is a stockholder. The new law, 
besides clarifying the language of 
the statute, added “within the juris- 
diction of any agency of the United 
States.” e 

This broad term includes virtual- 
ly all of the organizations, some 
temporary and some permanent, 
which have been created by the 
new administration, such as the 
NRA, the AAA, the PWA and the 
FERA, the HOLS.

In a recent address David E. 
Lilienthal, one of the TVA direc 
tors, pointed to similar commer 
cial savings in this first town to 
get Muscle Shoals power—for ex- 
ample, the Tupelo cotton mill paid 
$3181 in one month under the old 
rate; under the new rate, the same 
firm paid $1896 for one month in 
which 26 per cent more power had 
been used.

At Athens, Ala., which got TVA 
power beginning June 1, there were 
reductions of from 40 to 70 per,.cent 
on the actual bills of domestic con- 
sumers. For example, W. R. High- 
tower paid $10.35 fer 177 kilowatt 
hours in the last month under the 
old system and $4.32 for 191 kilo- 
watt hours’ of TVA power. 

Altogether Lilienthal, who di- 
rects the power phase of the TVA 
program, has received applications 
for power from 289 cities, 25 coun- 
ties and 37 industries.

Under the new “im- 
mediate” rate, already in effect in 
many areas, domestic consumers 
average about 15 per cent. There 
is provision for a future reduction 
also.

“Monopolies are economic 
tiers”....“The effect of monapoly 
is to decrease, if not to destroy, 
purchasing power”... “The farmer 
can never. win out on that basis” 
+++ "Monopoly has no more right to 
exist than any other form of de 
predation.” 

Borah accused monopoly of block- 
ing the national recovery efforts, so 
that the purchasing powers of the 
farmer and laborer “have been but 
little increased, if at all.” 

Monopoly and the New Deal. 

“When I discuss the question of 
monopoly,” he said, “I am accused 
of attacking the new deal! by crit- 
ies who are “unwilling or unable 
to meet the question presented.” 

“Do these people contend that 
when-a person attacks monopoly hey 
attacks the new deal?” he asked. 

“Is monopoly and the new deal 
one and the same thing? 


of the new deal, in fact the basic 
purpose, was to increase purchasing 
power. The effect of monopoly is to 
decrease, if not destroy, purchasing 
power among the people. 

“The most insidious and most 
successful enemy of the new deal, 
according to its announced pur- 
poses, is this power of vast ‘combi- 
nations to fix prices and to rake 
off all the gains which may come 
to the farmers, the producers or 
the laborers. 

“The defenders of monopoly will 
not be permitted to hide behind the 
new deal. They will have to fight 
in the open!” 

Says Monepoly Bars Recovery. 
Deciaring that purchasing pow 
must be restored to the great mass 
of people, Borah said one of the 
things “which stands most in the 
way of the restoration of purchas- 
ing powers to the masses is monop- 
oly, the power to fix unjust and 

exorbitant prices.” 

“After a heroic effort of months 
upon the part of the Government, 
the purchasing power of the farm- 
ers and the purchasing power of 
the laborer have been but little in- 
creased, if at ali,” he said, 

“This is due to the fact that mo- 
nopoly is in a position to raise the 
prices of practically everything 
which the laborers must buy and 
everything the farmer must buy, 
and everything which the general 
consumer must buy, and that is 
what is being done. 

“Figures show conclusively that 
while there has been some rise in 
prices of farm commodities, in ev- 
ery instance where that has taken 
place, the rise in the prices of 
‘things which the farmer has to buy 
has far exceeded the rise in the 
price of his commodities. 

“The farmer can never win out 
on that basis. 

“This rise is not due to.economic 
forces but is due in a large meas- 
uge, if not wholly, to the arbitrary,

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JUDGE REBUKES NRA 
PETTIFOGGING TACTICS 


Remarks That Recovery Act Is 
“Much Too Vague for Ef- 
ficient Operation.”

BALTIMORE, July 24-—UvU. 8. Dis- 
trict Judge William C. Coleman 
charged attorneys representing the 
Government in an NRA injunction 
proceeding yesterday: with “evasion” 
and “pet * 

The Judge spoke after a hearing 
on a temporary injunction granted 
last week to L. Greif & Brother, 
clothing manufacturers, prohibiting 
prosecution of the company for al- 
leged NRA violation and forbidding 
withdrawal.of the firm’s Blue Eagle. 

The Judge said the National Re- 
covery Act was “vague—much too 
vague apparently to accomplish ef- 
ficient operation.” 

After ordering the injunction con- 
tinued until September, Judge Cole- 
man said: 

“l cannot refrain from making 
the statement that the Court is cer- 
tainly not impressed with the atti- 
tude of the Government in a matter 
of as great importance as this. 

“The Court has before it what 
might be called a surfeit of counsel 
representing various branches and 
agencies of the Government. It 
would seem to the Court that the 
Government’ and its representatives 
would welcome some opportunity to 
have tested their authority under 
this act.

N your issue of July 10, Walter Lippmann 

contributed an article captioned “More 

Grass in the City Streets.” The theme of 
the article is an address at Jackson, Mich., 
by Henry P. Fletcher, chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee. In that ad- 
dress, Mr: Fletcher cited figures dealing with 
the cost of the New Deal to date and the 
expenditures which the last Congress author- 
ized for the future.

‘In the same year, 37 babies per 1000 died 
of diarrhea and enteritis in Colorado, while only 29 
died throughout the registration area, Colorado’s 
infant mortality is set at 80 per cent higher than 
Kansas’ and 92 per cent higher than Nebraska’s. 
Denver’s typhoid death rate is higher than that of 
48 of the largest cities. 

What is the explanation for this poor showing of | 
Colorado from the standpoint of public health? The 
New Republic, quoting health authorities, attributes 
it to the failure of the cities of the State to pro 
vide adequate sewage disposal plants.

Made Portraits of Seven Mis- 
souri Governors; Connected 
With Strauss Studio. 


.. Rogers, noted portrait 
painter of the Strauss Studio who 
began there 56 years ago as & re- 
toucher, died of heat exhaustion 
yesterday at Jewish Hospital. He 
was 73 years old and lived at 3522 
Franklin avenue, a few. doors from 
where he worked with easel, oil 
and brush throughout the height 
of his career. 

After determining his ability as 
an artist in nine years under the 
supervision of the late J. C. Strauss, 
his first reguiar employer, Mr. 
Rogers went to New York and then 
to Paris where he studied for three 
years at a famous academy under 
widely known instructors. There 
he won a prize, and before he left 
France one of his portraits hung 
in a Paris salon, 

“It was a portrait of myself,” he 
told friends, recounting his experi- 
ences on his return to St. Louis in 
1913. “You see, I was too poor to 
hire a model and sat in front of a 
mirror and was master and subject 
in one.” He spoke of his travels 
and study as “a 25-year vacation.” 
Since his return many notable fig- 
ures have been the subject of his 
brush.

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Convalescent Serura Is Only 
Effective Paralysis Treatment 
‘By Logan Clendening, M.D.

=i | know the nature of the serum which 


causes infantile paralysis, we know

serum to the infectious organism. 
This serum introduced into a pa- 
tient with the infection will im- 
munize the poisons of the disease 
and: bring about recovery quite 
promptly in most cases. The serum 


is usually givén in the muscle with 


a hypodermic syringe. ; 

The effectiveness of this serum 
has been shown best on experiment- 
al animals who have been given 
the disease. These are monkeys. 
The only lower animal which can 
be given the disease is the mon- 
key. They are infected by using 
emulsified spinal cords from pa- 
tients who have died of the disease, 
and injecting it into their brains. 

To show how effective the serum 
is, it has been found that 1 ce of 
this emulsified cord substance will 
invariably give a monkey a paraly- 
sis, and: 2 cc will almost invariably 
kill. But the animal can be pro- 
tected from all the ravages of the 
disease by convalescent, serum even 
when as much as 5 cc of the emul- 
sified cord has been injected. 

_In treating the severe cases which 

have become paralyzed so widely 
that the muscles which perform 
respiration are paralyzed, the 
Drinker respirator should be em- 
ployed. This is a cage s0 con- 
structed that it performs breathing 
artificially.
